In fact, games such as F-Zero and Super Mario Advance look even better 
than the older versions you played on your telly all those years ago. 

Although the Advance isn't capable of true 3D graphics, the machine can 
use special effects which help create game worlds which are bigger and more 
detailed than anything seen on a portable console before.

T he Game Boy can speak to the N64 by 
using a Transfer Pak, but the 
connections between the GB Advance 
and Gamecube will be much stronger. 

Nintendo will be releasing a special cable that 
connects your GBA to a Gamecube port so you 
can use it as a controller and personal screen. 

But Shigeru Miyamoto, Nintendo's gaming 
genius, has said that no games which support 
this are in development at the moment. 


▲ Imagine being able to have a private radar on your 
GB Advance! It'll totally change the way you play. 


What does it all mean? 

Okay, so you can connect a GB Advance to 
a Gamecube. But what does this actually 
mean for Nintendo nuts? 

The best example is as a radar. In games 
such as Perfect Dark, the GB screen could 
show your own personal radar, rather than 
cluttering up the TV screen with 
unnecessary graphics.

Game Boy Advance FAQ 


Our e-mail has gone mad with your burning questions 
about the Game Boy Advance. Here are the most 
frequently asked questions we've received. And the 
answers, of course... 

Why didn't Nintendo make the screen back lit? It would have made 
the game action easier to see... 

There are several reasons for this. Firstly, a back lit screen would use up 
batteries very quickly, and SIX AA batteries may only have lasted two to 
three hours! Secondly, including a back lit screen would have made the 
GB Advance much more expensive, putting it out of the reach of many 
gamers. But, most importantly, a light can easily break, meaning that you 
may have to get your GB Advance repaired often. 

How much are the games going to cost and which ones will be 
available when the machine is launched? 

Eight Game Boy Advance titles have been confirmed as launch titles; 
Super Mario Advance, F-Zero Maximum Velocity, Rayman, Kuru Kuru 
Kururin.Tony Hawk's Pro Skater 2, Ready 2 Rumble, GT Championship 
and Tweety and the Magical Jewels. Our spies have also been delving 
around and have learnt that GT Advance, Army Men and Castlevania 
will be available on 22 June. You'll also be looking at £25-£30 a game. 

Will a Japanese GB Advance play UK games? 

Yes. Like the original Game Boy and GB Color, all games will work on 
all systems from around the world. It's not like the N64 where NTSC 
games won't play on a PAL telly. 

I've heard that the GB Advance will allow you to surf the 
Internet. Is this true? 

As the Mobile Adapter may not be released in the West, it's likely 
that Nintendo will focus the GB Advance completely on gaming rather 
than Internet functions. In Japan, Nintendo has stated that it wants to 
allow players to enter chat rooms, read e-mail and surf the net on their 
GB Advance, so there's always the possibility that this function may 
appear in the West eventually. 

I'm a huge Pokemon fan, but 
my mates tell me there won't 
be a new monster adventure. 

Is this true? 

Don't go worrying your pretty 
little head off, as a new 
Pokemon adventure is expected 
some time next year.Titled 
Pokemon World, the new game 
will star loads of wacky new 
Nintendo creations including 
Kakureon the lizard, Hoeruko 
the killer whale and Luriri.The 
Big N is staying tight lipped at 
the moment, but we'll have 
more news as it breaks.
